The British steamer Avoca reports: 
During the voyage both from Bombay and 
Singapure, oxperlenced continued fine wea- 
ther. Oct. 2ud, spoke J.P.G.R., from 
Hongkong to New York, in Jat, 9.26 N., 
long, 109.44. 

Tbe German 3-wasted schooner Emma 
reports: Loft Hongkong 12th September 
bound for ‘frontsin, firat three days out 
light and variable winde till off Brenker 

out, when @ brisk N.#, breeze set in; 
everything wont on weil till on the morving 
of the 27th, when, after rounding the South 
Cape of Formosa, with. westerly wlod aud 
Nght rain squalls, a h-avy swell get in from 
the northward, and o fast falliog barometer 
indicated to us the acproach of a typhoon, 
We were-then under lower topsail and 
courses, and ranniy to the Hastward to get 
on offing from tho Formosa Coast, a8 the 
westerly wind wou'd vot allow us to put 
back to the west Cosst of Formosa. Made 
fast all tho sails, and hove her to on tho 
port tack, bare poles. At 8 3,m, tho 
baromoter showod 29.45, and falling fast, 
the wind beginning to set in with hoavy 
gusts, and torrents of rnin. nti! about 
42 o'clock the wind shifted but little, keep- 
ing almost weat the whole timo, but from 
then till 1.30 p.m. it begun to shift through 
8. W. round to South, blowing with terrific 
forep ‘The baronreter had then fallen to 
28 20, and dt was thought the centre of a 
typhoon had puased very closo by, During 
the heavy gusts the jib booms were carried 
away, when the jib-stays and all the gear 
had to be cut to get clear of the sails ; fore 
chain plates broke, one life boat washed 
overboard, water cass and bulwarks wasb- 
ed away, and several bulwark stancbious 
broken, bowaprit started and rudder head 
damaged. At 2p m. the barometer begun 
to rise slowly and the wind lulled about & 
p.m., gradually decreasing till midnight, 
when the barometer had risen to 29.70, and 
the wind was blowing a moderate breeze 
from the South. On the following morning 
found the ship close to the Formora shore, 
with a heavy swell sstting towarda the land ; 
made sail and steered Hasterly to get an 
offing. On finding the ship much damaged 
decided to put back to Hongkong for re- 
pairs. Sawa lot of wreckage, such as bul- 
wark planke and spars, drifting,

between Cunton and Peru and a nimmber 
af Chinese coolies were collected by the 
avents of the firm and despatched in 
the Perusia ¢ In it was found tht the 
scheme was worked, if not promoted, tor 
the benefit of the foreigners, and an in- 
vestigation proved tht it was not a boad 
fide case of tree emigration at all, as 
provided for by the terms of the treaty 
etween Chinn and Peru; so that the 
movement wns stopped, pending the 
settlement of certain questions which 
arose in consequenca of the abuses 
brought to light. We believe they hava 
not been disposed of yet; but the Chi- 
nese Government are entitled to great 
crodit for their prompt and vigorous 
‘ction in putting a stop to the abuses. 
But let it be noted that the objection 
here is not against enligration to Peru 
in itself; only against the manner in 
which selfish and unscrupulous. agents 
were carrying it out.” 

On the 27th, Mr John F. Seaman 
wrote as follaws to the editor with re-

THE FLOODS AT CANTON. 


The followiug memorial from Chang 
Shu-shéog, Governor-Genoral of the Two 
Kuang Provinces, appears in the Peking 
Gazettes of the 8th inst.; we take the 
trauslation from the ¥. C. Daily News: 
—In «decree dated 18th April, the high 
autboritiea at Canton were called upon 
to furnish a report in reply to the Censor 
Chang Kuan-chun, who had represented 
that the Nav-hui, San-shui, Ch'ing-yuan, 
Sst-bui, and other districts had suflered 
from floods, and that no report of the 
damage done had been sent in from 
Lung-men and other districta, in which 
the price of grain had risen to a high 
figure, A report having been called tor 
from the officers of the provincial Go- 
vernment, they state that in the spring 
aud autumao of the year 1877, the four 
prefectures of Kuang-chou, Shao chou, 
Huichou, and Lien-chou in Kuangtung 
suffered from floods, and the pricé of 
corn rose very high. The Financial and 
Salt Commissioners thereupon borrowed 
Tis. 50,000 from Shansi merchants, and 
deputed officers to buy rice at Shanghai, 
Chinkiang, and other places, and charter 
steamera to convey it to Caston for sale 
ut the ordiuary rates. The Prefect of 
Kuang chou was also directed to issuy a 
proclamation authorising any merchants 
who were willing to go to Shanghai, 
Chinkiang ur eluswhere to bay rice with 
their own capital for sale at ordinary 
tates in Canton, to apply under guarantee 
for a free pass, each pass being limited to 
1,000 piculs, and securing the holder 
from the payment of all taxes whatsoever 
on the way from the placs of purchase to 
the place of sale. The passes were to 
hold good from the let of the 9th moon 
of the 3rd year until the close of the 
11th moon of the same year. Nine 
hundred and ten of these passes were 


m-| for realisation in specie. It is quite im-| issued by tho Prefect of Canton, and in 


dee course five hundred and six were 
surrendered to be cancelled, leaving four 
hundred and four atill out. As the time 
for which they were issued had long 
gone by, it became necessary to call 
them in to prevent their being put to 
improper use, but in the months of May 
fand June last the waters of the North 
and West Canton rivers rose, burat 
through the embankments in Nan-hai, 
San-shui, Ts’ung-hua, Kao-yao, Suti-hui 
and other districts, and flooded the 
country, driving the people from their 
homes and again forcing up the price of 
grain, It became necessary therefore to 
issue fresh passes to merchants to induce 
them to import grain. for sale at ordinary

tako up the appoiatment, He has been 
granted a six monthi’ leave of absence, 
and is now recruiting at the seaside. It 
will be remembered that one of the 
reasons put forward by the Government 
for declining to rooall Sir Bartle Frere 
was that he bad in his hands tho throads 
of Colonial policy, and that whoover 
suceasded him would have to spend a 
considerable time in mastering the facts 
of the situation, Of course, this is 
invariubly the caso when a change of 
this aort takes place, but the Radicals 
arge that the objection does not hold in 
the case of Sir Henry Bulwer, who, they 
say, was in South Africa before Sir 
Bartle Frere, They evidently forget that 
Sir Henry was Liout,-Governor of 
Natal, and therefore had little or no 
opportunity of making himself acquaint. 
ed with the affairs of the Cape colony. 
Without saying that the changes are the 
beatthat could havebeen made, we meyray 
that we holda high opinson of Sir Hercules 
Robinson, who, as Governor of Ceylon, 
New South Wales, and New Zealand re- 
spectively, has done great and good work 
in tho cause ‘of the British Empire, In 
New South Wales, especially he was 
highly popular, and we believe that in 
South Africa he will discharge the 
duties incidental to tho office of Go- 
vernor of that important colony con- 
scieatiously aud well, Major Strahan 
bas been in Africa before, but not in the 
southera portion of the continent. For 
sometime he was Governor of the Gold 
Coast, but more recently he has presided 
over tho destinies of the Windward 
Tulands, from which he only returned a 
few months back. Ho is a comparatively 
young man, and bas only been in thé 
Colonial Civil Service since 1868. Tt is 
rather remarkable that both Sir Georgo 
Strahan and Sir Arthur Gordon should 
have served together with Mr Gladstone 
when he was appointed Lord High Com- 
missioner of the.lonian Isles, in 1858, 
and by the present appointment it would 
seom that the Premier is now desirous of 
doing both. good turn in considergtion 
of their valued services to him at that 
period. . It -was felt when the present 
administration came into power that Mr 
Gladstone would make a good opening 
for Sir Arthur Gordou, but his closest 
friends hardly expected that he would 
be promoted to New Zealand, Sir 
Arthur is a lucky man, but he cannot be 
tanked amongst our most successful 
colonial Governors, He has far from 
given overy satisfaction in Fiji The 
natives there will mies him, but the 
white settler will rather heil his depar- 
ture with joy. In New Zealand he will 
have a wider scope for the administrative 
pores he possesaes, and it is to be hoped 
e will use them to 9 good and wise 
end, to the benefit of the colony, and 
to the advancement of the real progress 
and welfare of the British Empire, Mr 
G. W. Des Vox, 0,M.G., who vacates hig 
postat the Bahamas, to which hewas only 
recently appointed, to succeed Bir Arthur 
Gordon, is well known in Fiji, where ha 
for come time administered the Govern- 
ment in the absence of Sir Arthur, Mr

* The project was fully explained to 
the Viceroy of Canton some months 
prior to the arrival of the Perusia at 
Whampoa, and his approval thereol was 
given by the issue of a proclamation, 
commending it and warning the popu- 
lace against entertaining suspicions in 
reyrard tu it. 

“It was an indispensable condition of 
the emigration that it should be free 
aud voluutary, and that the emigrants 
should be under no contract of servico 
or labor either before or upon arrival in 
Peru. Tho firm invited the authorities 
to depute otficors to proceed in the 
steamer to Peru to see that this condi- 
tion wos faithfully carried out. Subse. 
aendy a further proposal was made by 
the firm, viz., to bind themselves that 
tho emigrants should not be held bound 
by them or others for payinent of passage 
money after uival in Peru, the 
subsidy payable by the Peruvian Gos 
veromen: would have‘ enabled them to 
transport the emigrants ‘free, without 
loss to themselves. 

“This failure of the emigration was 
undoubtedly duo to distrust on the part 
of the Chinese outhorities, of Peru, and 
of tho treatment the Chineso might 
receive after arrival there, and not to 
‘the manner in which selfish and un- 
scrupulous agents were carrying it out.’ 
I porsonaily superintended the conduct 
of the business in Canton; no ‘abuses? 
in connection with it were ‘brought to 
light,’ and I protest against your 
language in regard to it. ‘This distrust 
of Peru was sown in tho minds of the 
native authorities in the interval between 
the issue of the Viceroy’s proclamation 
and the arrival of the Perusia, and 
fave rise to the obstructions which re« 
sulted in defeating the enterprise,

L-.Money Orders are ,oxchanged with 
tte United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Quvensland, South Australia and Port 
Darwin, the Straits Settlements, Western 
Australia, aud (exeept at Shanghai) with 
the Japanese Empire. Hongkong also 
issuea orders on Shanghal, and vice versa. 


4.—Small sums may be remitted between 
the other Ports by means of Postage 
Stampa, subject to a charge of one per 
cent. for cashing them. 


3..-Many Money Orders ary supplied tw 
sosidents at the amoller Ports in this way. 
An application for an order* is filled up, 
and is enclosed with a stamped, directed, 
and unsealed envelope to the Postmaster st 
the nearest issuing office. “The application 
must be accompanied with the full amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other equivalent of cash, and a 
little margin should be left for variations 
of exchange, The Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in tho envelope, and 
returns the change, if any, by first oppor- 
tunity, with a receipt for the letter, if it 
wore to be registered, as it always should 
be. Care should be taken to send these 
applications in time, az the Money Order 
Offices close some hours before the depar- 
tures of the maila. 


4.—No order must excoed £10, or $50, 
or include auy fraction of a penny, nor will 
more than two such ordors be issued to the 
samo person, in favour of the same payce, 
by the same mail, Orders will be drawn 
atthe current rate of the dayt and paid at 
the rate of the day when the advice arrived.
